and 
guards, frayed by the aftermath

Monday night’s 
holocaust 
in which 
320 men perished, reached the break­ 
ing point. 
Prison officials said they 
were 
in 
momentary fear of an organised in­ 
surrection but they hoped, by diplo­ 
matic treatment, to avert an actual 
outbreak. 
"The situation is the worst since 
the Are.” Warden P. Thomas told the 
United Press. 
"We're just waiting. 
We will do 
everything 
to 
prevent 
Double and if the worst comes to the 
worst, we’ll rush soldiers inside." 
Warden 
Thomas 
suspended 
two 
more guards today and appointed 25 
new ones. 
Guard Edward W. Kerr was sus­ 
pended pending investigation of 
the 
charge that he was intoxicated last 
night. Guard Roy Minshall was sus­ 
pended after Guard Captain John Hall 
charged he was derelict in his duty 
Monday night. 
Presence of exploded pistol shells in 
the flre-swept cell blocks was account­ 
ed for today by Warden Thomas who 
said Guard Guy R. Porter fired in 
that vicinity to warn other guards of 
the fire. 
Trouble w’as believed brewing in sec­ 
tions A, B, C and D, where 1,600 de­ 
fiant men were confined. 
Cell door locks were jimmied again 
last night and only range doors at the 
corridors kept the 
prisoners 
from 
reaching the prison quadrangle. 
All the men refused to work and 
dared guards to "come and make us.” 
Cat-calls rang through the 
troubled 
section and a squad of soldiers was 
concentrated with guards in the guard 
room outside the sections.

British Tanker Damaged in Collision with

SHERIFF WOUNDED 
BY MOB OF 200 


Columbus, O., April 24.--Ohio state 
penitentiary today felt a nervous ten­ 
sion that threatened at any moment 
to send most of its convict population 
on a mad reprisal for the deaths of 
320 comrades who perished in Mon­ 
day night’s fire disaster. 
Although 
two 
days 
have 
passed 
since the tragedy, the prisoners, with 
the horror of the scene still fresh in 
their memories, are in a dangerous 
state of mind. 
Officials, fearing a new 
outburst, are making every effort to 
keep them subdued and well cared for. 
Last night guards paced the 
florfr 
outside the steel ranges of sections 
adjoining the ruined cell blocks G and 
H. while within the air was filled with 
the jeers of crowded, 
milling 
con­ 
victs. 
, 
Belligerent, cursing, some laughing 
hysterically, 
t h e y 
challenged 
the 
guards to lock them In 
their 
cells. 
Only the range doors at the end of 
each corridor and the guns of nerve- 
wracked guards restrained them. 
The scene was a replica of that at 
dawn yesterday, equally uncertain and 
fraught with elements as dangerous as 
dynamite. When the hour for retire­ 
ment came, the prisoners of six cell 
blocks jimmied the locks of their cells 
or stuffed them with bits of waste 
paper and splinters. 
Prison authori­ 
ties preferred to let them alone. 
The 
range doors would crumble like brittle 
timber if the prisoners, with massed 
weight, should rush them. 
Guards heard reports that a plot 
was under way to blow up a gasoline 
tank near the dormitory. Quick pre­ 
cautions were taken, and later an or­ 
der for 900 gallons of coffee helped 
quiet the mob for the time being. 
Meanwhile, Warden P. E. Thomas, 
who has been the object of continual 
insults from the prisoners, planned to 
send several hundred to 
the 
state 
farm at Lomdon, Ohio, to alleviate 
the situation.

to 
place the prison shops back in opera­ 
tion, which may have a psychological 
effect on the now idle men.

The tanker said it collided with the 
Bremen at 9:26 A. M. and was pro­ 
ceeding to l>eal, England, where it 
would land the supernumerary, who 
is requiring medical attention." 
The tanker reported she did not re­ 
quire assistance, although tanks num ­ 
ber four and five, the bridge and parts 
of the ship on the port side were dam ­ 
aged badly. 
The tanker’s message did not say 
whether the supernumerary was In­ 
jured in the collision. 
Before advising that assistance was 
not needed, the British Grenadier had 
reported that tanks four and five were 
leaking.
